Britain Is to Pay 
U. S. Debt Interest 
And Is to Be Paid 


London Notifies Allied Nations That As Britain Is Re¬ 
quired to Make Payments to American Republic, 
She Looks to Them For Sums. 


London. April 5.—Tho British 'Government, Inis addressed a 
note to the Allies declaring that, owing to the fact that Great 
Britain has to p<^v the interest on her debt to the United States, 
she reserves to herself the right to call upon the Allies in turn 
to pay the interest on their war debts to Great Britain-. In this 
connection it is pointed out that Great Britain is now fully .pre¬ 
pared to pay the interest due the United States. 

The three-year agreement between Great Britain and the 
United States lapses April 15, from which time interest on the 
debt due by Great Britain to the United States will begin to accrue 
so that Great Britain will pay six'months’ interesfsthe coming Fall. 

Similarly, the agreement between

Paris, April f*.- The understand¬ 
ing in French official« circles* has 
boon that the whole question of tin* 
Inter-Allied debts will come up Moon 
on tho initiative of Great Britain 
as the result’of the American'Fund¬ 
ing Bill, which requires the payment 
of interest on the debts of the Allies 
to the United States. As all these 
obligations are linked together,, it is 
held in French circles that a settle¬ 
ment between any two countries re¬ 
quires a general adjustment. 

The British Foreign Ufficp was 
understood to have informed iho 
French Ambassador in London that 
the British Government would bring 
tho question up. but the French 
Foreign Office declared to-day no 
formal note on the subject had been 
presented. 


TO PROVIDE FUNDS 


Countries’ Shares Considered 
by Allied Ambassadors 

Charles Hapsburg Left Widow 
and Children 


Paris. April 5.—The Council of Am¬ 
bassadors to-day took up the ques¬ 
tion of providing for the f ami If. cf 
the late Charles Hapsburg, frtrnvr 
Emperor of Austria-Hungary, who 
died in exile on Madeira Island last 
Saturday. The Allies are ready to 
contribute to the-support of the fam¬ 
ily, but some of'ttrr countries that 
benollted by jatria of the fortune of 
the Hapsburgs. including Czecho¬ 
slovakia and Jugoslavia, are d< 
elared to have refused to release for 
this purpose any part of the prop¬ 
erty >of the imperial family that has 
handed over to them. 

The Ambassadors postponed a do 
eision on the question, pending fur¬ 
ther negotiations. The Allies are 
understood to be determined tliut the 
countries which received part of the 
former Austro-Hungarian territory 
shall assume a share of the burden 
in caring for Hapsburgs children 
and his widow. Roumania, it is said, 
has already consented to bear her 
share.

Fraser Valley and 
Southern Railway Companies before 
the Board of Railway Commissioners, 
to be placed under the Commission’s 
jurisdiction, a delegation arrived in 
the city yesterday from the Van¬ 
couver district. This delegation con¬ 
sists of Mayor G. H. Morden of North 
Vancouver, Reeve W. J. Maeleati of 
Burnaby and Reeve J. Me Naught. ;

Representatives from two other 
municipalities are expected to join 
the delegation this week. The dele¬ 
gation will present its ease to the 
Commission at the conclusion of the 
Easter recess. 

The application is being opposed 
on the ground that it would deprive 
the municipalities of control of street 
car fares and electric light and power 
rates and would cancel any contracts 
now existing, according to Mayor 
Morden. 


ABOUT TO END 

Decision to Be Made at Meet¬ 
ing Friday 

* Copenhagen, April 5.— A com¬ 
promise agreement hy which tin* 
general lockout will end, subject to; 
the approval of a general meeting 
Friday of trades unions npd em¬ 
ployers' organizations, - has been 
reached after length** negotiations. 

The compromise entails acceptance 
hy the men of conditions offered hy 
employers at the beginning of the 
lockout February 15. 

The Danish lockout affected 150.- 
000 men ami nearly all the country's 
industries, and was tho final phase 
in the biggest labor struggle in the 
history of Denmark. The trouble 
began in January, wtTbn employers 
attempted to cut wages twenty per 
cent and lengthened the working day. 
Compromise proposals made by ar¬ 
bitrators were rejected by twenty - 
two of the twenty-five trade unions, 
after which the lockout was put into 
effect. 

Disorders during the latter part of 
March compflied calling out of troops, 
but no serious trouble was reported.

Liquor Measure to Cover B.C. 
Situation 

Vancouver. April 5.—Legislation 
which will prohibit liquor importation 
into British Columbia, except by the 
Provincial Government or for export, 
will be laid before Parliament by a 
member of the Federal Government 
within a few days and undoubtedly 
will be passed. Attorney-General 
Manson. made this announcement to 
The Times on his arrival here from 
the East to-day. 

"The liquor amendment, which will 
give the Provincial Government the 
sole right to import liquor, will carry 
beyond doubt. As it will be Intro¬ 
duced as a matter of Government 
policy anil the Progressives are solid¬ 
ly behind it.” said Mr, Matron, "’bo 
left on the morning «teamAr for Vic¬ 
toria. Hon. J. H King probably will 
introduce iho amendment. 

It should b<? understood that the 
new provision does not apply to 
liquor brought into the Province for 
export. It would be asking probably 
too much to urge the Federal Gov ¬ 
ernment to abandon its revenue from 
export. Mr. Munson considers. 
Satisfied. 

Vancouver. April Expressing 

himself as satisfied that the new | 
legislation promised to him hy 
Premier King will make the British 
Columbia, Government liquor con¬ 
trol administration fully effective. 
Attorn-v-General Munson passed 
through the city this morning on-hla 
way to Victoria from Ottawa. 

“The Ottawa bill, which T have 
seen in draft form, will have the j 
effort of stopping all importations of 
liquor into the province for all 
domestic purposes." lie said, "It pro¬ 
vides that wherever a province has, 
Government liquor control and the 
Executive; by Order-in-Counclt. re¬ 
quests it. ihr Federal Government 
will prohibit all Importation for 
domestic purposes except through the 
Government Liquor Control Board. 

Full Machinery. 

"This.” said Mr. Munson. 'Will 
the full machinery of liquor importa¬ 
tion in tiie hands of tin Government 
and greatly simplify and strengthen 
thd liquor administration. 

It will hot affect the business of 
the export houses <>r distilleries 
which are exporting their products 
It will make it well-nigh impossible 
for the bootlegger, be he rich • >r poor 
to obtain supplies Tn frilly con¬ 
trolling the importation of liqttnr fnt 
use in the province, we will be abb 
to enforce effective administration 
Important. 

"t fully realize." said Mr. Manson. 
"the paramount importance of ef¬ 
fective liquor administration. With¬ 
out effective administration the luw 
falls Into disrepute and public con¬ 
fidence is shaken. In aiming anil ex¬ 
pecting to he able to give the most 
fully effective administration of the 
liquor laws. I think I shall be serv¬ 
ing my Government ns well as the 
‘public at large.” » 

Consistent- Attitude. 

"In agreeing to bring lit this legis¬ 
lation, which provides for the spon¬ 
taneous support of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment behind the Provinces who 
engage to control their liquor sales 
without ihe expense and delay and 
uncertainty of n public referendum 
Premier King is acting up to tlie 
position he took in declining the other 
day to bring .in nation-wide prohibi¬ 
tion at the request of the prohibition 
party. He took the position that ins 
aim was to achieve temperance and 
to carry out tho will of tho people 
in eacii Province. Now the Provinces 
which desire Government control will 
be able to count on the full support 
and co-operation of the Federal-au¬ 
thorities to make their liquor admin¬ 
istration a success."

The meeting at which Mr. Dunning 
was selected last night was held in 
the Parliament Buildings and attend¬ 
ed by more than l.iMin Liberals from 
all parts of the Province. Ir was re- 
j ported to the meeting .that -Mr. Dunn- 
irg had been the choice of the mem¬ 
bers of the Government .s.ide of the 
House nf the caucus during the after¬ 
noon ami their selection was endorsed 
by the larger meeting at night. 

His Record. 

Mr. Martin, iwlio was one of tho 
first speakers. sWid: 

1 "When I itndeKppk the leadership 
nf the (Jovernment'in 1916 1 made up 
my mind to give the people of Sas¬ 
katchewan good clean honest gov¬ 
ernment. I stand here on my record. 
There has never been- one charge 
against the administration since 1916. 

Speaking more parlffularly with 
reference to his resignation from the 
Government. Mr. Martin stated that 
he had oomo to the decision some 
time ago with considerable regret 
He was satisfied in his. own mind 
that the proper time to resign was 
shortly after an election and not just 
before one. 

Mr. Martin, in recomnfending Mr. 
Dunning as his successor, declared 
he knew of no one with greater ex¬ 
ecutive and 4 administrative ability 
than tiie Provincial Treasurer. 

Policies. 

Mr. Dunning also spoke following 
the passage of the resolution recom¬ 
mending him as leader of the pro¬ 
vincial Liberal Party. He Pledged 
hlmseir. ir called upon to form a new 
t'abinet. to carry nut the policies laid 
down by Mr. Martin In the 1921 elec¬ 
tion campaign. He referred to the 
political situation, stating he was not 
out to fight tiie Grain Growers’ 
Association, because a few of its lead¬ 
ers were trying to steal its machinery 
i for their own political purposes. The 
bulk «if tiie Grain Growers, he de¬ 
clared, wore Liberals themselves. 

The only other name mentioned 
when nominations were called was 
that of Hon J. S. Latta, Minister of 
Education, who was nominated by J 
j,A. Wilson, of Earl Grey, and seconded 
by C. E. Uedzer. of BOlyea. At Mr. 
Lutta's request, however, the nomin¬ 
ation was withdrawn and the choice 
cf Mr. Dunning was made unanimous. 

During the evening a resolution of 
appreciation of the retiring Premier 
passed at the afternoon ^caucus was 
endorsed.

Prairie Provinces Call to Coast 
for Experienced Men 

The annual demand of the prairie 
farmers for labor Is again manifest¬ 
ing Itself. J. H. AleVety. Provincial 
Superintendent the Employment 
Service of Canada, this morning re¬ 
ceived notification that positions are 
now available in the prairies for 350 
men experienced in seeding opera¬ 
tions and Spring cultivating opera¬ 
tions. 

Pointing out that last Spring tiie 
prairie provinces demanded 1,600 men 
from British Columbia. Mr. McVety 
stated that estimates furnished him 
show that this figure will be fully 
required again this year. 

All Welcomed. 

There is no limit placed upon tiie 
number of men acceptable from Vic¬ 
toria, provided they are aide to make 
good on the farms. Unless the city 
and municipalities nearby should 
agree to finance railway fares, eat h 
mun going to the farmlands will 
have to pay his own transportation. 
Should the idunlcipalities undertake 
the task of advancing fares as loans 
to their own citizens, the arrange¬ 
ment in vogue last year, whereby the 
Provincial and Federal Governments 
each bear one-third of tiie amount, 
will again be in vogue, stated Mr. 
McVety. Employment , conditions 
throughout British Columbia are un¬ 
usually dull this Spying, stated the 
Superintendent. Lumbering is slack 
through the heavy cut made last 
year, there being at present more logs 
in the water than are required to keep 
the mills busy for some time ahead. 

Mining is mostly optimism, ac¬ 
cording to tho employment statistics, 
although there arc strong rumors 
around Nelson and other mining cen¬ 
tres as to coming reopenings, nothing 
definite is available on which to bafee 
prophecies of much relief to the labor 
biitlook.

Employers Express Opinions 
on New Wage Schedule 

Fear Slow Girls Will Be Done 
Out of Work 


Sixty-eight families eftgaged in 
bona fide farming in tho Sayward ' 
district threaten to uhandon the re¬ 
sult of their pioneering work in that 
rich agricultural district on the East 
Coast of Vancouver Inland north of 
Campbell River, unless the present 
Island Highway is extended from 
Campbell River into the Sayward 
District, a deputation which met the 
Victoria Chamber of Commerce here 
this morning asserted. 

Some forty miles of road construc¬ 
tion is required. -For a number of 
years the fight, led by J. • E. Armi- 
sliaw. who is secretary nf tin* dele¬ 
gation, has waged, but yet no suc¬ 
cess bps met the claims of tho set¬ 
tlers for road connection with the 
rest of the settled portions of Van¬ 
couver Island. The only outlet at 
present is by bi-weekly steamer ser¬ 
vice to Vancouver. 

Two Hundred Settler*. 

Five hundred families each settled 
on forty acres of the best agricultural 
land in the Province would be made 
possible by the construction of the 
necessary link in the highway* the 
delegation asserts, in addition to the 
settlers engaged in farming there are 
others following various vocations, 
in all, thert* are about two hundred 
permanent settlers in the area af¬ 
fected. 

"The Minister of Lunds says thar 
what the Province needs is more set¬ 
tlers. More production is needed-and 
the figures show that the country-is 
purchasing millions of dollars' wyrth 
of foodstuffs that should be produced 
and purchased at home. In the Say¬ 
ward district we have n'n already 
settled area The Government has 
already granted our request f'*r two 
bridges’ one over tho Salmon undone 
over the White River* but this sec- I 
tion of wonderful possibilities will j 
always be very seriously hampered 
until the outlet is built .by.way of a 
road connection with Gamp bell River, 
to link up with the Island Highway." 
said Mr. Armishaw. whose views 
were seconded by all,other members 
of the delegation, which includes a 
number of ladles.

.Budapest, April 5.—The state pro- 
•sccutor has ordered seizure of all 
newspapers which published the 
Legitimists’ proclamation Monday 
proclaiming Francis Joseph Otto 
Hapsburg, oldest son of the lute 
Charles Hapsburg, former Emperor 
of Austriu. as King of Hungary. 

The proclamation read: 

“With the death of Charles, Otto 
II. is King of Hungary, although 
temporarily prevented from a coron¬ 
ation." 

It was signed by nineteen aristo¬ 
crats, headed by Count Albert Ap- 
ponyl. 


Vancouver. April 5.—The Farmer- 
Progressive Party, formed at Kam¬ 
loops last Friday, ha a Issued a mani¬ 
festo In which it says: » 

"After several years of organized 
effort to better their own conditions 


and secure reforms Important to all 
classes in the Province, the United 
Farmers of B. C. have taken steps to 
facilitate the formation of a distinct 
political party. Neither its name 
nor Its policy has been decided on; 
that will be a matted to be decided 
by a convention to be summoned 
later; but it is intended that the new 
party shall be, In no sense, a class 
movement, but shall be wide enough 
in its membership and varied enough 
ir. its appeal to include within its 
ranks the great body of independent 
throughout the Province to-day. 

Common Interest. 

"The factors which are causing 
widespread uneasiness and concept 
are of common interest to all classes 
and callings. The apparent inability 
of the Government to bring its ex¬ 
penditure within its revenues must 
cause great fears in the minds of all 
people who think, as farmers do, that 
the tirst axiom of successful business 
is to pay your own way. 

"This is the task to which the new 
party will devote Its energies. No 
firm can exist long by borrowing 
money to pay interest on former 
loans. That way bankruptcy lies for 
Individual business, for states or na¬ 
tions. The question of taxation is 
closely associated with the foregoing 
The same Inability to curb expendi¬ 
ture within the-power of the Prov¬ 
ince to pay is shown in the grotesque 
incidence and injustice of our taxa¬ 
tion allotments. A sane and scien¬ 
tific basis of taxation is vital to fu- ( 
ture progress. 

P. G. E. Railway. 

"The extravagance associated with 
tlie construction of the Pacific Great 
Eastern Railway is being continued 
in still further commitments, which 
will exhaust the financial strength 
of the Province. Some solution foi 
that problem must be found at once 
but preliminary to any cure for the 
situation them should be a rigid ex¬ 
amination into the history of the 
road, and this both parties in the 
Legislature seem intent on frustrat¬ 
ing. 

•'The Farmer-Progressive party has 
no friends to hide and no sins to cover 
or condone. Its policy will he, first 
to let in the light, ami. second, to; 
ruthlessly apply the remedy. No ef¬ 
fective house-cleaning of the policies 
of L». (\ can be undertaken until the 
patronage evil is slain. It has de¬ 
veloped in this Province to a greater 
degree than in most of the other 
Provinces of the Dominion. The rep¬ 
tile fund for both the old parties is 
largely raised by levies on the same 
firms and corporations. It is Inevit¬ 
able under such a system that the 
parties who contribute should never 
be called upon to explain, Chester- 
l ton says: ’The people who have the 
power to make laws need never fear 
to break them.* 

Oriental Problem. 

"The Oriental menace lias been 
temporized with and paraded at elec¬ 
tion times for vote-catching purposes 
but has never been effectively dealt 
with by our legislation. To-day that 
menace particularly affects the farm¬ 
ers. Some of the largest ranches are 
falling into the hands of aliens. Some 
of the most interesting branches <»i 
agriculture are going the same way 
Farmers are practically unanimous 
in insisting that there must he an end 
to tills, and in the belief that some¬ 
thing must be done for them to have 
a more effective voice in the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

•'The matter of discriminatory 
freight r$tes- affecting both the pro¬ 
ducer and the shipper, is now being 
presented in Ottawa. These have long 
been a cause for grave complaint by 
ttie tillers of the soil, and until a 
more equitable system is secured it 
will continue to bo one of the first 
objectives of those associated with

ALD. TODD'S RESOLUTION, 


If Alderman Todd will refer 
to the budget speech which Hon. 
•John Hart delivered in the 
Legislature in 1920 he will dis¬ 
cover that the subject of dusl in¬ 
come tax was dealt with along 
linos which are althoxt identical 
with those advocated in a resolu¬ 
tion which he presented to the 
City-Council on Monday. The 
following excerpt will explain 
tire position taken by Mr. Hart 
upon the question of consolidat¬ 
ing taxation machinery: 

It is not the intention of the 
Government to increase the rates 
on income, real or personal prop¬ 
erty taxes this year. The im¬ 
position of a dual income-tax is 
very unsatisfactory to taxpayers, 
and has been taken up with Sir 
Henry Drayton. Minister .of 
Finance for the Dominion. It 
has been suggested to him that 
it might be well to call a con¬ 
ference of the ministers in 
charge of taxation In the several 
Provinces with himself, which no 
doubt would result in a better 
■understanding in regard to this 
tax. When the proposal to im¬ 
pose a federal income tax was 
introduced it was staled by Right 
Hon. Sir Thomas White, then 
Minister of Finance, that it was 
a war mestsure only, in view of 
which this Government raised 
no objection to the placing of 
this additional burden on the 
people through a source of rev¬ 
enue which belonged entirely to 
the Province before the war. If 
the outcome of the conference 
should be that the Dominion 
Government is to continue to col¬ 
lect this tax then it Is suggested 
that the Dominion might consider 
it in its interest to use the Pro¬ 
vincial machinery of collection, 
thereby not only saving consider¬ 
able trouble to the taxpayer hut 
a good deal of cost to both Gov¬ 
ernments. 

It is a matter of common 
knowledge that Mr. Hart was 
unable to make any progress 
-with the former Minister of 
'Finance at Ottawa. Recent ne¬ 
gotiations on the same subject, 
with the Hon. W. S. Fielding 
cannot bear fruit until after 
the end of the present ses¬ 
sion of the House of Com¬ 
mons. In other words the 
whole question is as much 
to the fore in the Minister's 
mind as it was in 1920. Oppor¬ 
tunity to discuss details is all 
that is lacking. Alderman Todd 
might do well to allow his reso¬ 
lution to remuin on the table for 
the present.

A vacant lot, or Jots, require none 
of these. The charges for ull of the 
above are forced on them, ami the 
logical effect of "Single Tax" is ex¬ 
emplified by the disastrous abandon¬ 
ment of vacant land, and also some 
currying buildings. 

Much is heard of unearned incre¬ 
ment, but nothing of unearned loss 

Take, .for example, the Hudson's 
Ray vacant lot on Government Street, 
just North of the i’ost Office, in the 
hands of the Company. I believe, 
over sixty years. If sold to-day at 
assessed value, with all the charges 
and six per cpnt Interest against It, 
I venture to say It would prove a loss. 
But during the whole of this time im¬ 
proved property owners have bene¬ 
fited by the tnxes it has contributed 
lessening theirs. 

If all lots had buildings of equal 
\alue and a fixed, properly relative 
amount was enacted from each lot, 
necessary to make up the bulk sum 
required by tho city to carry on 
what real difference would it make 
if. for example, a lot having to con¬ 
tribute $100, If $50 were charged to 
the building and $50 to the lot? 

What really concerns the taxpayer 
most Is whether the hulk sum re¬ 
quired is a reasonable sum to exact 
from him in a city of this size, hav¬ 
ing in mind the general welfare of 
its citizens and its ability to coni 
pete with other cities In attractive¬ 
ness for the essentials of life; also If

Bill Will Endeavor to Prevent 
Performing Animals- and 
Birds in Canada

Animal lovers are requested by the 
R. I*. C. A. throughout Canada to sign 
tlie petition to he presented to the 
Dominion Government on behalf of 
performing animals. The Bill to 
enact such legislation reads as fol¬ 
lows:— 

A hill to prohibit the exhibition of 
performing animals and birds in 
places of public entertainment. 

Be it enacted by His Majesty, by h" 
and with tlie advice and consent of P' 1 
tlie Senate and House of Commons * 5 ‘' 
of Canada, as follows:— ert 

"1. This Act may be elte.d ns the to 
Performing Animals Act, of 1922. pai 

"2. Anyone who exhibits or assists fro 
in exhibiting for tlie purpose of pub- tlo 
lie entertainment any performing ! 
animal or bird whatsoever, and any- up 
one who appears, acts or behaves as 11 
master or mistress, or as the person ( ,r 
having the care, government or man¬ 
agement of. or assisting in the care, 
government or management of any 
place wherein such exhibition takes 
place, shall be .liable on summary 
conviction.to a penalty not exceeding 
$50,00, or to three months' imprison¬ 
ment with or without hard labqr, or 
to both, for every day there shall be 
so exhibited such performing animal 
or bird. 

“3- This Act shall not apply to 
animals trained and used exclusively 
for military or police purposes. 

“4. This Act shall come Into force 
twelve calendar months after the 
passing thereof"

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FISHERMEN PLAN TO 
DESTROY HAIR SEAL 
WITH FINANCIAL AID 

Ask Canners to Advance 
Money to Be Reimbursed 
Later 


A proposal that the canners should 
finance the fishermen to destroy 
hair seal at the latteFs expense was 
before the B. C. Fishermen’s Pro¬ 
tective Association on Saturday in 
New Westminster and was discussed, 
but no action taken. 

> Thin, proposal emanates from the 
Japanese Fishermen's Association. It 
is suggested that a fund of at least 
$100,000 per annum be provided, to 
be expended in bounties on seal. A 
bounty of $2 per scalp is suggested. 
The proposal (s that the canners 
should provide this money in the 
first place, and reimburse themselves 
by deducting one p£r cent, from the 
money they pay the fishermen for 
the season's catch. Thus a fisherman 
who drew down $3,000 for his sea¬ 
son's work, would be taxed $30 for 
his share of the cost of destroying 
Heals. 

The argument is that the fisher¬ 
men would benefit vastly from this 
expenditure by the increase in the 
salmon run. 

Cause Great Loss. 

Some startling figures are given in 
the document prepared by the Japan¬ 
ese fishermen’s solicitor. It is as¬ 
serted that one seal eats nt least 
four or five sock eyes per day, and 
placing the value of a sock eye sal¬ 
mon at 60 cents, it is argued that it 
costs from $72 to $100 to feed one 
seal for a month In the Fraser River 
alone the Japanese estimate there 
are anywhere from five to ten thou- j 
sand seals. Therefore, for the three 1 
months of July, August and Septem¬ 
ber/in the Fraser River alone, the 
loss- is from $1,800,000 to $2,160,000. 
Over the whole year it is estimated 
that one seal destroys $500 worth of 
fish. If a seal lives for ten years, his 
bill is $5,00(7; if for 20 years, $10,000. 
Estimating the number of common 
seals in British Columbia waters at 
from 100 , 000 ' to 300,000. the cost runs 
Into the millions. 

RECORD OIL SHIPMENT. 

San Francisco. April 5. The lurgest 
shipment of lubricating oil to leave 
the Pacific Coast this year is now cn 
route to London. The tanker K. R. 
Kingsbury of the Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany of California is carrying 100,000 
barrels to Great Britain and another 
tanker will sail shortly with a similar 
cargo for Atlantic'ports.

SOLD AT AUCTION 

Vessel Bought in by U. S. 
Shipping Board For 
$135,000 

Seattle, April 5.—The Unltod j 
States Shipping Board, competing j 
against Capt. Robert Dollar and j 
other big shipping interests, sub¬ 
mitted a bid of $135,000 for thu j 
$1,500,000 steamship -West Hartland | 
at a public auction conducted on the ( 
post office steps Monday afternoon j 
by Ben L. Moore, trustee of the-1 
vessel. 

The Wes? Hartland rammod and I 
sank ‘ the Admiral liner Governor 
near Port Townsend with a loss of ; 
several lives a year ago. Since then 1 
the vessel, one of th*» freighters of 
the Shipping Boai*d fleet, has been 
the target of claims aggregating 
nearly $3,000,000. 

More than twenty-five persons, all 
representing shipping Interests, gath¬ 
ered to witness the sale. Stanley 
Dollar, son of Capr. Dollar, started 
the bidding with a tender of $ 20 , 00 ( 1 . 
This was soon jumped t• * $ 100 . 00 ". 
after which the bids were boosted in 
$50, $100 and $500 Jumps. When the 
price hovered around the $ 100,000 
mark. Capt. Dollar and his son parted 
from the crowd, claiming that this 
amount was too high to interest him. 

After an hour of Bidding. Mr. II. 
B. Jones, of the law firm of Bronson, 
Robinson A- Jones, representing the 
Shipping Board, was awarded the 
vessel, subject to confirmation by the J 
court. The largest claim against the 
vessel is $2,250,000, that of the Pacific 
Steamship Company, owner of the 
ill-fated Governor. The West Hart¬ 
land was built at a cost of $1,500,000.

SEATTLE’S OPINION 
ON“BLUE”SUNDAY 
IN VICTORIA 

(By The Seattle Times) 


'Victoria’s first ’Blue Sunday’ 
was ’honored more in the breach 
than in the observance’ according 
to reports from the British Colum¬ 
bia city. 

"There perhaps is no city in 
Canada or the United States where 
very strict observance of Sunday 
closing laws seemingly would be 
caster. Yet, it is. stated that yes¬ 
terday was ’anything but a day of 
rest for the police.' who had to ar¬ 
rest forty business men. 

"What will be done with the of¬ 
fenders is something of a puzzle 
to the police, who have passed the 
question on to the Brovindal At¬ 
torney-General. with a request for* 
instructions as to what action 
should be taken. 

"it wouldn't be at all surprising 
were this official to choose the 
a fine so small as not to deter fu¬ 
ture offenders or a cessation of 
politic way and either recommend 
prosecution, which would mean an 
end to enforcement of tho blue 
laws.’ 

"There is an element of unfair¬ 
ness in rigid restriction on the lib¬ 
erties of the people on Sunday 
which instantly arouses the resent¬ 
ment of the ’little man.' The 
worker, particularly tho manual 
.worker, is tired at the close of his 
day’s work. He is apt to prefer lo 
stay at hoiqe on week nights. His 
wife, responsible for the care of a 
homo and the rearing of a family 
is disposed to adopt a similar at¬ 
titude. 

"Sunday offers them their one 
chance for recreation, whether it 
take the form of a street cur ride 
a visit to a motion picture or other 
theatre, a visit to the parks or 
anything else that may # appeai to 
them. It does not necessarily fol¬ 
low that they fail to attend church 
in morning or in evening. They 
demand.” however, that they be at 
liberty to do as they please in 
this, as in other matters affecting 
their personal affairs. 

"One need not impugn the mo- 
fives of those who favor 'blue law’ 
observances to dissent from their 
conclusions. As in other things 
the thought and the will of the 
people must govern in this matter 
and there is no question that the 
working masses of the country 
demand, as of right. lhAt they 
should be privileged to seek rea¬ 
sonable recreation on the one day 
in the seven that they have leisure 
to enjoy it." 


Gardeners’ Society Listens to 
Interesting Address by 
George Robinson 

The regular monthly meeting of 
The Victoria and District Gardener's 
Association was held in the City Hall 
last evening. Bresldent W. J. Ed¬ 
wards in the chair. The increased 
interest In the work of this associa¬ 
tion was manifest by the large num¬ 
bers in the Council chamber to hear 
George Robinson, of Elk Lake, de 
liver a lecture on the cultivation of 
Sweet Peas. In his opening remarks 
he said that perhaps it was not gen¬ 
erally understood that the sweet pea. 
development is of very recent origin.! 
and that its popularity was gaining, 
ground considerably and becoming] 
more important than ever both on this’ 
continent and in England. The first] 
Sweet Bea was found in Sicily, 
1695, was discovered by a monk, the 
lirst varieties being pink and white. 

In I 860 there were nine known var¬ 
ieties, to-duy there ate thousands! 
Great credit must be given, he said,] 
to Ilenry Eckford, for his untiring,I 
work on the Sweet Bea. The original ! 
pot. known as the graridiflower is not j I 
now in use. the Spencer variety huv- j 
ing taken ils place, which type was' 
purely accidental. IB* expressed the. 

■ •pinion, as if other growers, that had i 
the discover of this kept and perfect¬ 
ed it for another two years A great 
deal of trouble would have been saved 
und that the Spencer type would 
have been fixed for ever. 

The National • Sweet Bea Society | 
showed, he stated, a classification t 
of thirty-eight varieties, five years| 
ago there were only fourteen, show-} 
ing the advance made during the last 
few years. This year shows an ad¬ 
ditional fifty varieties over that of 
last year. Bersonally. he thought 
there were already too many. 

Popularity of "Mrs. Wakefield." 

Mr. Robinson observed that Mrs 
Wakefield w;u» the favorite and suc¬ 
cessful in lifting t'he cup in England 
last year, this rear that variety is 
superseded by “Conquest." Having 
had considerable experience of seed 
growing, both in the East, the old 
land and Vancouver island, he had 
come to the conclusion he declared! 
that the best seed in the world was 
produced on this island. For com¬ 
parison. he remarked on quality, of 
seed grown here and shipped and the 
quality received, in fart the same ap¬ 
plied to other plants than that of 
the sweet pea. '"We possess herej

Mr. Robinson grows con -1 
aider Ably for English firms, arid the 
success to which lie has attained he 
attributes to climatic conditions. 75 
per cent of sweet pea seed grown, is 
grown in California. 60 per cent of 
which is shipped to England. There 
is under cultivation 3.000 to 4.000 
acres in California, and he could see 
no reason why this end of Vancouver 
Island should not boast of 3.000 to 
4.000. and that lie would be safe in 
predicting that in a few years such 
would be the case. At present he 
was also growing for a firm in Ilinois. 

Fine B. C. Seed. 

In California the seed was sown 
three to four feet apart in rows and 
harvested by machinery. ’ B. c. seed 
was all hand picked, consequently 
the best of seeds, although he ad¬ 
mitted that the last two years were 
rather too wet for harvesting the 
seed Sweet pea seed must not bo 
dried, when artificial heat is applied, 
with too much heat,” he observed. 

The culture of the sweet pea for 
blooms and for seed is much alike, 
that for culture requiring more work, 
chiefly in soil preparattmc Trenches 
to the depth of two to three feet 
were advocated when depth of soil 
permitted Sweet peas would not 
grow* in loose soil, and that the seed 
bed required to be well trampl’d and 
made firm previous to sowing and 
and after. Time for sowing advo-

rated was in the Fall, middle of 
November shows great improvement 
over that of Spring sown, especially 
when grown for seed. The hext best 
way was to sow in flats about end 
of January and early in February, 
could start them In hot bed or with 
a little artificial heat, and plant out 
after hardening as soon as pea shows 
through. Owing to the shell of the 
(feed heing almost impervious to 
water, he advocated the. use of sul¬ 
phuric acid icommercial). • He had 
found, he said, that it answered ad¬ 
mirably. "Leave in acid 10 t«£»25 
minutes, according to color of pea. 
It has no ill effect on the seed. Wash 
thoroughly after,” he advised. Alter 
this treatment he said lu* had found 
that 75 per cent, of seed show signs j 
of swelling. Again local grown seed j 
showed its superiority to imported, | 
that it shewed 90 per cent, of swel¬ 
ling after treatment. The only 

harmful effect would be oversoaking 
in acid. Peas for bloom* required 
more room than for seed, usually 
growing five to six feet between 
rows for bloom and three feet for 
seed. When growing for bloom they 
required staking to the height of 
five to six feet, for seed only three 
l’eet. Mr. Robinson humorously 

remarked that at Elk Lake he had 40 
sow a little ttycker, as he was as¬ 
sisted in the thinning out process by 
pheasant and qua^l When peas wore 
about three inches high and growing 
for exhibition, he advocated .pinch¬ 
ing back and letting them grow on 
two shoots. He thought that instead 
of sowing in rows for effect, clump 
sowing was far superior, it was very 
effective. Best means of staking 
was brushwood, failing that, string¬ 
ing. When growing for blooms, pick 
off all old bloom, never lettipg them 
go to seed. 

Few Diseases. •* 

"Mosiuc disease is the only one to 
be feared here," said Mr. Robinson, 
’and spraying with Bordeaux mix¬ 
ture is best remedy." Aphis are also 
found here, and the greatest enemies 
to this is the lady bird. It is reported 
that in California the breeding of 
this specie is done on a largo scale 
and offered for sale to the public. 
For fertilizers, good .. rotten stable 
manure is the best, ho,stated. 

In closing Mr. Robinson extended 
an invitation to all to visit his seed 
grounds at Elk Lake, where ho has 
seven acres . under cultivation and 
seventy to eighty different varieties.

T OWARDS the end of March the Princess 
Mary and Lord Lascelles will leave for 
the Villa Medici, at Fiesole, just outside 
Florence.

Queen of Sheba Had a 


Goat’s Foot, Say Legends, 
Solomon’s Ruse for Discovering Her Deformities 


J^ULGARIA’S famous "Valley of Roses,” which 

supplied 00 per cent, of the world's supply of 
attar, or oil of roses, is threatened with ruin. 
Over half the rose bushes In the valley, situated 
at the foot of the Balkans, comprising thousands 
of acres, have been seized with a disease re¬ 
sembling very much the phylloxera. Experis 
thus far have discovered neither the nature of 
the disease nor a remedy. The minister of agri¬ 
culture has already proposed, in vain, several 
prizes for the Invention of an effective remedy. 

Last year’s crop of attar was only 3.000 kilo¬ 
grams, and the great decrease is due chiefly to 
the mysterious disease, which attacks the root* 
of the rose bush. Numerous Bulgarian rultiva- 
tors of rosea have already turned to the cultiva¬ 
tion of tobacco, because It Is easier and more 
remunerative. 

The present wholesale price of attar of roses 
is 40,000 francs for a kilogram. 


T HE QUEEN OF SHEBA has got into the 
public eye. Along comes a film which 
many Canadians have seen, and It 
Immediately makes the Ministerial Association 
question the historical accuracy of the scenes dis¬ 
played. In view of the criticism which this 
movie revival of Hie life of one of the world's 
first famous women has created the following 
from the London Daily Express of a new book 
which throws more light on her and Solomon 
than the Bible does Is of great interest: 

When Balkis. Queen of Sheba, went out of 
the South Lands with camel caravans loaded 
high with precious gifts for King Solomon Rhe 
left the world a few meagre facts and many 
opulent fancies, the latest of which is an Amer¬ 
ican film.

Here we see the attempt of the 
scribes to prove that the God of Israel forsook 
the Jews and went over to the Ethiopians, who, 
through Menyelek, the son of 8olomon and 
Sheba, founded a Solomonic line of kings, claim¬ 
ing. through Solomon, kinship with Christ. 
Ethiopian tradition asserts that the Ark was pre¬ 
served in Abyssinia till quite recent time*.

— Beyond 
press reports of Great Britain's pre¬ 
paration to begin the payment of 
interest upon her $5,000,000,000 war 
debt to this country, tho Treasury 
is as yet without information on 
th** subject.

year to meet interest payments to 
this country. In October the fir-<t 
semi-annual Interest payment will 
fall due after the expiration of the 
three-year period during which by 
mutual understanding, interest on 
the debt was deferred. 

On April 15 the deferred interest 
due from Great Britain, officials said, 
will amount to approximately $615.- 
000.000, hut this Hum, It has been 
understood, would be subject of fund¬ 
ing negotiations along with the prin¬ 
cipal of the debt when the new debt 
commission begins working out a 
general liquidation scheme.

Currants and Gooseberries 
Carry White Pine Blister 

Fear of the spread of "white pine 
Mister-rust.” discovery of which was 
announced last month by F. W. 
l^aing. has resulted in the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture - establishing a 
quarantine area for the control of 
this fungus disease. 

The disease has been discovered at 
a number of places on Vancouver 
Island and on tJiC Lower Mainland. 
It has proven disastrous to the white 
pine of Eastern Canada and tlie 
Eastern United States, and may bo 
similarly destructive to the forests of 
this Province should it gain entrance 
into the white pine areas in the 
Okanagan and Kootenay districts. 

This disease has one stage on cur¬ 
rents and gooseberries and another 
on five-leaved pijaes, and it may be 
carried on either of these hosi- 
plants. 

In order to protect the white pine 


areas the movement of its host 
plants, currants and gooseberries, 
into white pine areas is now prohib¬ 
ited from parts of the Province in 
which the disease is known to exist. 

This means a quarantine is placed 
on the whole of the Province West of 
the Cascade Range, including Van¬ 
couver and the Gulf Islands. No five- 
leaved pines, native -or introduced, 
currants or gooseberries, fruit-bear¬ 
ing or ornamental, may be moved put 
of this area, with the exception of 
Hazel ton, Lillooet. Spences Bridge 
and Princeton. 

CAR DRAGS LADY 

Another Incident Arises From Hasty 
Closing ^f Car Doors. 

Hasty closing of the automatic 
doors now a featuro of the one-man 
street ears again occasioned trouble 
on Saturday afternoon last. Mrs. F. 
Morice, of Fell Street, being dragged 
some distance when her attire was 
caught by the equipment of an Oak 
Bay car. 

According to Mrs. Morice. who is 
confined to bed with nerve shock and 
bruises, with a nurse and doctor in 
tit tendance, the accident occurred I 
when she was alighting from the Oak I 
Bay car at Chamberlain Street, the 
sliding doors being slammed closed 
while the passenger was yet upon* 
the step. Her skirt was caught'in j 
the door and her efforts to attract 
the attention of the motorman failed. 

After being dn*gged a considerable 
distance by the street car Mrs. Morice 
'was released by the tearing of the 
fabric of her skirt, which was torn 
completely off her at the waist, the 
severed part being Carried along by 
the ear. Mrs. Morice was picked up 
by eyewitnesses nnd carried to n 
nearby store where restoratives were 
applied, being later taken home in 
an automobile.

Message of Geddes Is Key¬ 
note of Meeting 

District Governorship Goes to 
Hoquiam 

(By Times Special Staff Representa¬ 
tive) 

Vancouver. April 5.—Promotion of 
friendship between the people of 
Canada and the United States van 
tne main, underlying purpose of. 'he 
great international conference of 
Pacific Ncithwest Rotary Clubs 
which , came to an end here with a 
grand noil in the Vancouver Hotel 
last night, nnd that purpose has been 
accomplished in a. degree never 
equalled at a previous Northwest 
convention. 

That is the unanimous opinion of 
Rotary delegates and officers who 
attended the conference. The huge 
convention, attended by about two 
thousand delegates from Canadian 
and Apierican clubs, did not reach 
the standard set bv the Victoria Club 
at its Convention two years ago as far 
as entertainment features are con¬ 
cerned. but it probably surpassed all 
previous conventions In the more 
serious business of Rotary. 

International Goodwill. 

This was stressed by Retiring Dis¬ 
trict Governor E. L. Skell, of Seattle 
who, in his final address said: "The 
keynote of this conference has been 
the promotion of international good 
will. Our purpose has not been to 
discuss economical, social and politi¬ 
cal questions as such, but to usslt in 
the development among the naturals 
of tho countries represented a true 
friendship. We believe that there is 
no question that cannot be settled 
amicably if it Is approached with an 
open mirul and a friendly heart." 

This is the most successful con¬ 
vention the Northwest clubs have 
held from the standpoint of serious 
Rotary endeavor," Lester Patrick, 

1'resident of the Victoria Club, who 
hurried out from Toronto to attend 
the conference, declarer). 

The Geddes Speech. 

Tlie stirring, yet reasoned address 
of Sir Auckland Geddes. British Am¬ 
bassador to Washington, at once put 
tlie* conference on a new plane and 
assured its effort to promote inter¬ 
national harmony unexpected suc¬ 
cess. This was evidenced by tho 
unrestrained nnd unaffected enthus¬ 
iasm with which the noted British 
statesman was greeted by the Ameri¬ 
can delegates, crowds "f whom press¬ 
ed about to shake his hand and thank 
him for his message of international 
co-operation. 

Fighting Poisonous Publicity. 

I Possibly the biggest feature of the 
whole convention was Sir Auckland’s 
address. Ilis proposal that Rotar\ 
j Clubs all over the world should 
(undertake the work of fighting 
"poisonous publicity" written to stir 
up trouble between nations, was one 
of th«* most practical plans that lias 
ever been laid before Rotary. This 
proposal was received favqrahly in 
many q’uarters. The plan is in line 
with Rotary principles, for one of 
Rotary's main objects is to foster j 
feelings of friendship and harmony 
between all nations. Undoubtedly it 
will receive consideration by Rotar- 
ians in all parts of tho continent. 

“Unity In Human Society.” 

Another address which kept thed 
conference on a high standard wusji 
that delivered by Rev. Dr. E. Leslie ij 
Pidgeon, Past International Rotary j 
■ President, who declared that the 
spirit of Rotary is unity in human 
: society. If the spirit of love cannot 
j keep pace with the advancement <*f 
l the human mind, which is continu- 
j ally inventing instruments of de- 
! struction, both will be destroyed, he 
I warned. Rotary contained no new 
1 principles, he added. Rotary was 
simply an organization, a force 
j working to bring out into the open 
I and express, for man and man, the 
J,thing which lias been struggling for 
1 years to enter into the scheme of 
things in the world, ho affirmed. 

New District Governor. 

Another splendid address was that 
of Frank II. Lamb, of Hoquaiin, who 
was elected District Governor and 
who spoke on ‘‘Workers and Go- 
Workers." giving the Conference the 
viewpoint of the large employer on 
labor problems. While the District! 
Governor's chair went to the Ho-1 
quaim Club, tin- Victoria Club could 
have had the position if it had desired 
tho honor; The convention was I 
seen to recognize th«* Victoria Club's J 
splendid record-in this way but no| 
Victoria Kotarian felt able to sparej 
the. time demarfded by the position/! 

Victoria delegates took a most im¬ 
portant. though unobtrusive part in 
tite convention. T.he Victorians were 
regarded almost in the same light as 
the Vancouver Rotarians—as hosts—j 
and in this they fully lived up to 
what was expected of them. They | 
helped, in a great degree, to "put 
the conference over. "The speeches 
of Dr. Poyntz and P. C. Abell, both 
of the Victoria Club, were by no 
means inconspicuous features of the 
conference while Potarian E. .1 
Down’s songs, as ever, made a huge 
hit. The great Cftnferene.o adjourned, 
in fact? singing liis song. "The End 
of’ a Rotary Day.” 

Referred to Units. 

A striking evidence of the spirit of 
unity which exists in the Northwest 
Rotary district was the strenuous op¬ 
position of Southern clubs to tho plan 
to cut tho district in half. This plan, 
which would separate Portland and 
other Southern clubs from the Can¬ 
adian clubs was referred to each in¬ 
dividual club for ilnal decision.
